G.S.R. 51(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (i) 
of Section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Madras Port 
Trust (General Provident Fund) Amendment Regulation, 2000 made by the Board of Tnrstees for the Port of Madras and 
set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2. The sard regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official 

Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act. 1963 (38 of 1963) the 
Madras Port Trust Board hereby makes the following amendment Regulations — 

1. Short Title ; 

These Regulations shall be called the Madras Port Trust (General Provident Fund) (Amendment) Regulations.

3. In the Madrcr-^ Port Trust (General Provident Fund) Regulations, 1997. the following Amendments shall be 
made :— 


(i) The Regulations 3(g) of the said Regulations shall be substituted as under :— 

'‘Family’' means (i) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or wives, parent, children, minor brothers, 
unmarned sisters, deceased sons, widow and children and where no parents of the subscriber is alive, a 
paternal grandparent. 






(ii) in the case of a female subscriber, the husband, parents, children, minor brothers, unmarned sisters, 
deceased sons, uidow and children and where no parents of the subscriber is alive, a paternal grand - 
parent: 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his/her wife/husband has been judicially separated from 
him/her or has ceased under the customary law of the community to which she/he belongs to be entitled 
to maintenance as per the Law m force she/he shall henceforth deemed to be no longer a member of 
the subscriber’s family in matters to which these regulations relate unless the subscriber subsequently 
intimates by express notification in writing to the Accounts Officer she/he shall continue to be so 
regarded. 

"Explanation”—"Child” means legitimate child and include an adopted child where adoption is 
recognised by the personnel law governing the subscriber and treated as a member of the family and 
to w'hom the employee has through a special will given the same status as of a natural birtli. 

(li) The regulation 6(7) of the said Regulation shall be substituted as under :— 

Every nomination made, and every notice of cancellation given by a subscriber shall, to the extent that 
it IS valid, becomes operative on its acceptance which shall be conveyed to the subscriber vdthin one 
month from the date of its receipt by the Accounts (3fficer. 

(iii) The Clause (c) (ii) of Regulation 9 shall substituted as under;— 

"Enhanced twice during the course of the year” 

(iv) The note (ii) under Regulation 16(2)(i) shall be substituted as under :— 

"An advance shall not except for special reasons be granted until the final repayment of all previous 
advanced”. 


(v) In the opening sentence of Regulation 20(1 )(B) the words ' twenty years' appearing after the words 
"After completion of’ shall be substituted by the words fifteen years'\ 

(vi) The first para of clause (a)(ii) under Regulation 20(1)(B) shall be substituted as under ;— 

"For any medical engineering or other technical or special lead course in India beyond the High School 
stage: provided that the courses are undertaken from the recognised institutions.”
